To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Spenborough. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  for  the  year  1971,  and  have  again 
included  information  about  the  County  Council  Health  Services  operating 
within  the  Divisional  Area,  which  comprises  the  Boroughs  of  Batley  and 
Spenborough,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Mirfield  and  Heckmondwike. 

The  report  is  mainly  in  statistical  form  and  the  full  results  of  the  1971 
census  are  not  available  at  the  time  of  writing.  According  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  the  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid- 1971  was  41,120, 
an  increase  of  2,130  over  last  year,  though  the  natural  increase  (births 
minus  deaths)  was  only  270.  The  birth  rate  of  18-2  per  1,000  population 
remains,  as  in  recent  years,  higher  than  the  average  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  (16)  and  for  the  administrative  county  (17),  and  in  this  year  the 
infant  mortality,  stillbirth  and  general  mortality  rates  were  all  broadly  in 
line  with  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  In  fact,  mortality  rates  for 
various  diseases  in  Spenborough  are  almost  identical  with  the  average 
rates  for  the  same  diseases  throughout  the  country. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  light  during  the  year, 
except  that  the  measles  epidemic,  which  commenced  in  the  latter  half  of 
1970,  continued  into  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  1971  and  314  cases 
were  notified. 

The  schedule  recommended  for  immunisation  against  infectious 
diseases  is  set  out  on  page  5a  of  the  report  and  the  degree  of  acceptance  is 
on  the  whole  satisfactory,  except  that  one  would  wish  for  an  even  higher 
response  to  the  offer  of  vaccination  against  measles  and  of  rubella. 
Immunisation  procedures  are  now  largely  programmed  and  controlled  by 
the  West  Riding  computer  and  is  achieving  a  completion  immunisation 
rate  for  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  of  90%  in 
respect  of  children  who  are  continuously  resident  in  the  Borough  and  who 
are  on  the  practise  lists  of  doctors  participating  in  the  scheme  or  who  opt 
to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  for  this  purpose. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  acting  on  the  advice  of 
its  expert  panel  on  infectious  diseases,  advised  that  in  the  light  of  the  world 
situation  vaccination  in  infancy  against  smallpox  was  no  longer  considered 
to  be  necessary  as  a  routine  procedure  and  it  is  now  omitted  from  our 
schedules. 

In  April,  as  a  consequence  of  the  Social  Services  Act,  certain  services 
formerly  provided  through  the  Divisional  Health  Department  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  County  Divisional  Social  Services  Department,  with  offices 
in  Dewsbury  and  Wakefield.  The  services  so  transferred  were  Home 
Helps,  Mental  Welfare,  Training  Centres  and  Hostels  for  sub-normal 
persons,  the  rehabilitation  centre  for  persons  recovering  from  mental 
illness,  social  workers  employed  in  the  Divisional  Health  Department, 
day  nurseries,  and  responsibility  for  co-ordinating  work  in  connection  with 
problem  families.  At  the  same  time  responsibility  for  junior  training  centres 
for  mentally  handicapped  children  was  transferred  to  the  Education 
Authority.  Having  been  involved  with  the  growth  and  development  of 
these  services  over  many  years  it  is  understandable  that  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  staff  should  feel  some  sense  of  loss  to  the  preventive  team,  but

happily  close  personal  relationships,  established  over  years,  were  main¬ 
tained  locally  and  it  is  too  early  to  judge  the  results  of  the  change,  though 
it  is  safe  to  predict  that  the  disappearance  of  mental  welfare  offices  as  such 
will  be  a  loss  to  patients  and  doctors  alike  in  this  held  of  medical  care. 

Very  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  from  the  system  of  geriatric 
liaison  which  has  been  established  in  collaboration  with  the  medical, 
nursing  and  social  work  staff  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
Two  Health  Visitors  attend  weekly  conferences  on  patients  about  to  be 
discharged  or  awaiting  admission,  thus  permitting  the  best  arrangements 
to  be  made  in  advance,  and  also  providing  for  a  greater  how  of  information 
between  the  many  professional  and  other  persons  engaged  in  the  care  of 
elderly  patients.  Along  with  this  it  is  apparent  that  there  will  be  a  need  to 
attempt  to  expand  the  day  and  night  nursing  service  and  arrangements  for 
“sitters  in”  where  attendance,  but  not  necessarily  nursing,  is  required 
overnight.  This,  it  is  anticipated,  may  be  one  of  the  results  of  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  Mayston  structure  of  nursing  administration  which  was 
introduced  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  environmental  health  activities  the  year  was  again  a  busy  one.  212 
houses  were  represented  for  clearance,  183  demolished  and  it  is  envisaged 
that  the  original  slum  clearance  programme  of  some  3,000  houses  can  be 
virtually  completed  by  1974.  Similarly,  preparation  of  the  final  smoke 
control  area  continued,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  entire  Borough  area 
will  be  covered  by  smoke  control  orders  by  late  1973.  39  housing  improve¬ 
ment  grants  and  134  standard  grants  were  approved  during  the  year  and 
the  preparation  of  the  first  general  improvement  area,  other  than  for 
Council  property,  was  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  officers  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment,  completed,  presented  and  accepted.  The 
area  is  in  the  Marsh  district  of  Cleckheaton  and  covers  190  properties,  the 
majority  of  which  may  attract  special  grants  for  improvements  of  different 
degrees,  together  with  extensive  environmental  works  such  as  the  making 
up  of  private  streets,  improvement  of  street  lighting,  stone  cleaning  and  the 
like.  The  Council  have  given  a  lead  here,  and  if  the  owners  of  property  in 
the  area  will  play  their  part  in  the  modernisation  of  their  properties, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  a  very  well  worthwhile  improvement  of  living 
conditions  will  have  taken  place  virtually  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

In  industrial  areas  such  as  this,  the  Health  Department  is  almost  con¬ 
stantly  engaged  in  dealing  with  environmental  nuisances  of  one  kind  or 
another  and  often  of  considerable  variety  and  complexity.  During  this 
year  a  major  nuisance  occurred  in  the  West  Ward  of  the  Borough,  from  the 
noise  and  dust  created  by  an  ashphalt  plant  installed  on  industrial  premises 
previously  used  for  other  purposes.  The  product  of  the  plant  is  primarily 
required  for  construction  of  the  M62  motorway  which  passes  through 
part  of  the  Borough.  Much  concern  was  expressed  by  residents  about  the 
affect  of  the  dust  on  the  children’s  health  and  about  the  serious  effect  on 
amenity  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  plant.  Analysis  of  the  dust  indicated 
that  while  at  times  of  severe  pollution  it  was  possible  for  there  to  be  some 
irritant  effect  on  eyes,  nose  and  throat,  assurance  could  be  given  that  there 
was  no  likelihood  of  the  development  of  acute  or  chronic  chest  disease. 
The  most  strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  secure  an  abatement  of  the 
conditions  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Alkali  Works  Inspectorate, 
who  became  responsible  for  the  control  of  dust  emissions  from  the  plant 
only  in  mid- 1971,  and  also  of  the  Inspector  of  Factories.  The  firm  con¬ 
cerned  have  incurred  great  expense  in  attempts  to  alleviate  the  conditions, 
and  while  this  has  been  to  some  extent  achieved,  it  is  unlikely  that  a  fully 
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satisfactory  solution  will  be  achieved  until  the  plant  ceases  to  operate  at 
the  conclusion  of  its  period  of  planning  permission,  having  regard  to  its 
proximity  to  residential  properties  and  to  a  projected  new  school. 

Much  preparatory  work  remains  to  be  done  for  the  transfer  to  the  new 
local  government  authorities  and  to  the  new  health  authorities  in  1974  of 
the  functions  of  the  existing  comprehensive  health  department,  and  this  is 
indeed  a  trying  and  perhaps  anxious  time  for  the  staff  concerned. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and 
conscientious  efforts  of  all  the  staff  of  the  Spenborough  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  the  County  Divisional  staff  to  improve  the  environment 
and  the  health  of  the  people  of  Spenborough.  In  particular  I  would  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Templeman,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  and 
co-operation  and  providing  me  with  that  part  of  the  report  relating  to  the 
environmental  health  services.

POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  provisional  population  ol  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  at  the  1971 
Census  was  40,693,  an  inter  censal  increase  of  4,276.  However,  the  Regis¬ 
trar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  the  middle  of  1971  was  41,120, 
and  this  figure  is  used  throughout  this  Report  in  calculating  rates. 

The  district,  although  mainly  industrial  in  nature,  contains  much  open 
space  and  a  fair  amount  of  agricultural  land.  There  are  over  four  hundred 
factories  in  the  district  but  only  about  ninety  of  these  employ  more  than 
twenty  persons.  Although  processes  connected  with  the  woollen  textile 
industry  are  the  predominant  industry,  a  great  diversity  of  manufacture  is 
carried  on.  There  is  the  advantage  in  this  that  the  whole  community  cannot 
be  affected  by  recession  in  any  one  branch  of  industry. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Spen  Valley  Employment  Exchange 
for  the  following  information  regarding  employment  in  the  district: 

The  continuing  rise  in  unemployment  was  a  major  feature  of  the 
economic  situation  in  1971.  The  National  percentage  increased  from  3% 
in  January  to  4%  in  December;  during  the  same  period  the  Regional 
percentage  went  from  3 -3  %  to  4*5  %. 

Spen  Valley  was  not  unaffected  by  the  general  deterioration  in  the 
employment  position  and  the  number  of  wholly  unemployed  persons  rose 
from  343  in  January  to  444  in  December.  This  rise  was  due  entirely  to  a 
rise  in  male  unemployment;  employment  opportunities  for  women  re¬ 
mained  good  throughout  the  year. 

In  addition,  to  those  completely  out  of  work  a  considerable  number 
were  affected  by  short-time  working  at  intervals:  Several  industries 
resorted  to  short-time  working  during  the  year,  although  the  spells  at 
individual  firms  were  usually  short. 

Despite  the  deterioration,  the  local  position  was  better  than  in  most  parts 
of  the  Region ;  more  vacancies  were  notified  to  the  Employment  Exchange 
and  more  persons  were  found  jobs  than  in  the  previous  year.  A  particular 
feature  was  the  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  applying  for  courses 
under  the  Government  Vocational  Training  Scheme.  Improvements  in  the 
Scheme  were  announced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  a  continuing 
increase  in  applicants  is  anticipated.

There  was  no  further  expansion  of  this  service  during  the  year  because  of 
financial  restrictions  imposed  by  the  County  Council.  However,  because  of 
re-housing  due  to  slum  clearance,  removals,  etc.  the  scheme  for  private 
houses  in  the  Littletown  area  was  transferred  to  the  Firthcliffe  Estate 
where  there  was  an  established  need  for  such  a  service  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  Council  further  agreed  to  finance  a  Warden’s  scheme  for  private 
houses  in  the  Howard  Park  area  of  Cleckheaton,  and  this  commenced 
early  in  1972. 

In  spite  of  fairly  wide  differences  in  the  number  of  cases  supervised 
experience  has  shown  that  there  is  little  variation  in  the  amount  of  time  or 
effort  required  from  each  Warden.  The  view  has  always  been  taken  that 
general  supervision  of  the  persons  within  a  scheme  is  all  that  is  required. 
In  the  smallest  schemes  the  Wardens  may  spend  a  longer  time  on  each  visit 
or  carry  out  minor  home  help  procedures  such  as  lighting  fires  or  preparing 
a  meal  where  this  is  necessary.  In  the  larger  schemes  some  need  daily  visits, 
some  once  or  twice  weekly  and  some  only  need  the  knowledge  that  the 
Warden  is  available  for  help,  advice  or  a  visit  when  they  want  it.  The  latter 
applies  particularly  to  elderly  couples  living  together.  The  wardens  are 
expected  to  spend  three  hours  each  forenoon,  Monday  to  Friday,  on 
visiting  duties,  deal  with  emergencies  as  they  arise  outside  of  these  hours, 
and  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  visit  only  those  few  cases  who  she  feels 
should  not  be  left  over  the  weekend  without  a  visit  however  brief.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 


Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  designed  to  help 
persons  who,  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged  or 
physically  handicapped  being  in  insanitary  conditions,  are  unable  to  devote 
to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 
Under  the  original  Act  application  was  submitted  to  a  Magistrate’s  Court 
for  removal  of  such  persons,  but  the  Amendment  Act  of  1951  introduced 
an  accelerated  procedure  whereby  application  can  be  made  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

Action  was  taken  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act, 
1951,  in  Spenborough  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  an  elderly  handi¬ 
capped  lady  found  to  be  living  in  conditions  of  squaloi,  unable  to  care  for 
herself  and  requiring  medical  treatment.  She  was  not  on  the  list  of  any 
general  practitioner.

211  visits  were  made  to  the  Abattoir  in  connection  with  administrative 
and  supervisory  duties. 


Public  Abattoir 
Works  of  Improvement 

Works  of  improvement  at  the  Abattoir  were  commenced  during 
February  and  were  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  necessity 
for  this  work  was  brought  about  by  an  increase  in  throughput,  with  re¬ 
sultant  difficulty  in  complying  with  the  current  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  due  to  congestion  in  the  slaughterhall  at  peak  periods. 

Brief  details  of  the  work  involved  are  as  follows: — 

(1)  Construction  of  an  external  unloading  dock  sorting  pen,  and  hay  and 
straw  store. 

(2)  Construction  of  a  new  hide  and  skin  store  with  loading  ramp. 

(3)  Adaptation  of  existing  hide  and  skin  store  as  a  pig  slaughterhall,  and 
installation  of  dehairer  unit  therein. 

(4)  Respacing  of  the  overhead  steelwork,  twin  bar  tracks  and  associated 
equipment  of  the  cattle  and  sheep  dressing  lines  in  the  main  slaughter¬ 
hall. 

(5)  Provision  of  a  new  floor  and  wall  surfacing  in  the  slaughterhall  and 
hanging  room. 

(6)  Provision  of  compressed  air  equipment  and  storage  tank  for  the  re¬ 
moval  of  unwanted  by-products  from  the  slaughtering  process. 

(7)  Provision  of  mixing  valve  for  water  at  a  controlled  temperature  to  the 
carcase  spraying  equipment. 

(8)  Enlargement  and  surfacing  of  parking  areas. 

(9)  Erection  of  chain  link  fencing  at  the  rear  and  the  planting  of  trees 
along  the  Headlands  Road  frontage. 

Negotiations  to  put  this  work  in  hand  were  somewhat  prolonged  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  firm  of  specialist  Abattoir  Engineers  engaged,  declined  to 
start  due  to  pressure  of  other  work.  A  second  firm  was  engaged  and  they 
also  declined  for  a  similar  reason.  Eventually  a  local  firm  of  engineers 
was  brought  in. 

The  overall  result  is  a  very  much  improved  Abattoir,  giving  more  satis¬ 
factory  working  conditions,  and  an  all  round  improvement  in  hygiene.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  with  the  advent  of  the  Common  Market,  the 
premises  could  now  be  made  to  conform  to  E.E.C.  requirements  with  a 
minimum  of  further  expense.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  15,209  dwellinghouses  within  the  Borough  supplied  by 
Bradford  Corporation  and  during  the  year  seven  samples  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  All  proved  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  Spenborough  Swimming  Pool  is  situated  in  Bradford  Road, 
adjoining  the  Princess  Mary  Playing  Fields.  The  amenities  comprise  the 
Main  Pool  110  ft.  x  42  ft.  and  a  learners’  pool  45  ft.  x  24  ft.  and  the  total 
water  capacity  is  215,000  gallons.  Chlorination  is  by  direct  injection 
followed  by  pressure  filtration.  The  turnover  rate  is  every  4  hours  to  the 
main  pool  and  1  hour  to  the  learners’  pool.  The  recommended  standard  for 
swimming  bath  water  is  that  no  sample  should  contain  any  coliform 
organisms  in  100  ml.  of  water  and  that  in  75%  of  the  samples  examined 
from  the  bath  the  24  hour  count  at  37°C  per  1  ml.  of  water  should  not 
exceed  10  colonies  whilst  the  remainder  of  the  count  should  not  exceed  100 
colonies.  Eighty-five  samples  of  water  from  both  pools  were  submitted  for 
bateriological  examination  and  only  four  were  unsatisfactory.

Since  grants  became  available  for  house  improvements  applications 
have  been  made  for  390  improvement  and  1,541  standard  grants. 

Standard  grants  are  straight  forward  to  assess  and  deal  with  as  estimates 
of  costs  are  not  normally  required  as  fixed  amounts  are  prescribed  by 
statute  for  each  standard  amenity  provided.  On  the  other  hand  improve¬ 
ment  grant  applications  are  very  time  consuming  but  nevertheless  well 
worth  while.  In  addition  to  initial  discussions  with  owners,  architects  and 
builders  to  ensure  that  the  property  will  comply  with  the  statutory  re¬ 
quirements  on  completion  of  the  proposed  works  of  improvements, 
estimates  require  to  be  carefully  scrutinised  and  apportioned  between 
works  of  improvement  and  repair  which  are  eligible  for  grant  aid  and 
other  works  which  are  not  eligible,  before  submitting  a  recommendation 
to  Committee.  In  addition  to  the  formal  grant  applications  recorded,  a 
considerable  number  of  inspections  and  discussions  have  taken  place  with 
interested  parties  as  a  result  of  enquiries  and  informal  applications  as  to 
eligibility  for  grant. 

Qualification  Certificates 

To  encourage  improvement  and  repair  to  older  tenanted  houses  the 
Housing  Act,  1969,  made  provision  where  a  dwelling  is  improved  to  reach 
a  new  standard  or  if  it  already  reaches  it,  for  the  tenancy  to  be  changed 
from  a  controlled  to  a  regulated  one  thereby  enabling  a  landlord  to  charge 
a  fair  rent  for  the  house  as  fixed  by  the  Rent  Officer. 
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To  reach  the  required  standard  the  dwelling  must  satisfy  all  of  the 
following  qualifying  conditions: 

(1)  It  must  have  all  the  standard  amenities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  its 
occupants. 

(2)  It  must  be  in  good  repair,  having  regard  to  its  age,  character  and 
locality. 

(3)  It  must  be  fit  for  human  habitation. 

The  landlord  is  required  to  apply  to  the  Local  Authority  for  a  qualifi¬ 
cation  certificate.  If  the  Council  are  satisfied  that  the  works  proposed  will 
bring  the  dwelling  up  to  the  required  standard  they  issue  a  certificate  of 
provisional  approval  to  the  landlord  with  a  copy  being  sent  to  the  tenant. 
When  the  works  of  improvement  and  repair  have  been  carried  out  satis¬ 
factorily  and  a  certificate  of  fair  rent  produced  the  Council  issue  a  Quali¬ 
fication  Certificate  to  the  landlord  and  tenant.

Housing  Act,  1969 

The  Spenborough  (Marsh  Area,  Cleckheaton)  General  Improvement 

Area,  1971 

The  above  Act  provides  that  where  “it  appears  to  the  Authority,  upon 
consideration  of  the  report  and  of  any  other  information  in  their  posses¬ 
sion,  that  living  conditions  in  the  area  ought  to  be  improved  by  the 
improvement  of  the  amenities  of  the  area  or  of  dwellings  therein  or  both 
and  that  such  an  improvement  may  be  effected  or  assisted  by  the  exercise  of 
their  powers  under  this  Act,  the  Authority  may  cause  the  area  to  be 
defined  on  a  map  and  by  resolution  declare  it  to  be  a  general  improvement 
area”. 

It  was  realised  that  most  of  the  Marsh  area  of  Cleckheaton  would 
benefit  by  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  authorised  above, 
with  the  exception  of  16  unfit  houses  on  the  south  east  corner  of  the  area, 
and  these  were  made  the  subject  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  The 
residents  and  owners  of  the  properties  capable  of  improvement  were 
advised  that  the  area  was  likely  to  be  declared  a  General  Improvement 
Area,  and  at  the  same  time  consultations  were  held  with  Officers  of 
Department  of  the  Environment  who  expressed  a  desire  to  take  part  in  the 
survey  and  study  of  the  area,  which  was  to  follow.  A  study  team  of  these 
Officers  was  formed  and  a  very  extensive  examination  of  all  aspects  of  the 
area  was  made,  certain  information  being  obtained  by  means  of  a  question¬ 
naire  sent  to  all  the  190  householders. 

The  report  prepared  from  the  information  obtained  was  submitted  to 
the  Council  in  September  when  a  resolution  to  define  the  area  as  The 
Spenborough  (Marsh  Area,  Cleckheaton)  General  Improvement  Area, 
1971,  was  made. 
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The  houses  are  of  substantial  construction  and  are  arranged  as  terraces 
of  “through”  types  or  “back  to  backs”  in  blocks  of  four.  There  are  also 
some  modern  semi-detached,  and  larger  “through”  terrace  types  in 
Pyenot  Hall  Lane. 

Whilst  some  of  them  already  have  bathrooms  most  are  capable  of  further 
improvement  in  some  way  or  other,  and  grant  aid  is  available  for  this 
work.  To  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  owners  a  mobile  exhibition  was  set 
up  in  the  area  towards  the  end  of  September,  and  considerable  interest  was 
shown  by  residents  of  the  area.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  we  shall  see 
numerous  schemes  of  internal  improvement  in  the  near  future. 

Works  of  environmental  improvement  envisaged  included  street 
improvement,  re-arrangement  of  services,  street  lighting,  tree  planting, 
footpaths,  boundary  walls  and  fences.  The  cleaning  of  exterior  stonework 
was  also  considered  desirable.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  the  local 
authority  are  empowered  to  approve  expenditure  to  cover  this  work  to  a 
value  not  exceeding  a  sum  arrived  at  by  multiplying  £100  by  the  number  of 
dwellings  in  the  area  (£19,000  in  this  area). 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  basic  street  works  were  well  under  way,  and  it 
is  expected  that  most  of  the  environmental  improvements  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  during  1972  and  it  is  then  anticipated  that  a  further  drive  will  be 
made  for  owners  to  come  forward  with  schemes  of  internal  improvement. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION,  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  staff  engaged  on  this  work  are: — 7  drivers  (including  1  spare 
driver)  18  Refuse  Collectors  (2  teams  of  5  men,  2  teams  of  3  men)  and  2 
spare  men,  2  salvage  workers  and  two  men  engaged  in  the  collection  of 
trade  refuse. 

The  fleet  of  vehicles  comprises: — 2  Dennis  Paxits  35/50  cubic  yards 
capacity,  2  Dennis  Paxits  25/50  cubic  yards  capacity  (1  used  3  days  a  week 
and  on  relief  when  necessary),  1  Karrier  Bantam  9  cubic  yards  capacity  for 
collection  from  shops  and  chemical  closet  emptying,  1  Derby  Side  Loader 
11/15  cubic  yards  capacity  used  for  collections  under  the  Civic  Amenities 
Act,  1967  and  1  30  cwt.  Austin  vehicle  is  also  used  for  the  collection  of 
salvage. 

The  department  was  responsible  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  15,621 
dwellinghouses  and  1,396  other  premises.  Other  refuse  (from  traders) 
taken  is  approximately  100  tons. 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  delivered  to  Odsal  Tip  is  estimated  to  be 
10,000  tons. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  in  the  Borough  continued  to  be 
disposed  of  at  the  Bradford  Corporation  tips  at  Odsal  and  Fenby  Avenue. 

Early  in  the  year  following  a  report  by  consultants  to  the  Bradford  and 
District  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Disposal,  the  Bradford  Corporation 
found  it  necessary  to  increase  tipping  charges  from  50p  per  ton  to  £1  per 
ton,  from  1st  June,  1971,  and  at  the  same  time  notice  was  given  that  these 
charges  would  be  further  increased  on  the  1st  April,  1972,  to  £2  per  ton. 
When  one  appreciates  that  the  production  of  refuse  is  in  the  order  of 
10,000  tons  per  annum,  this  increase  represents  a  considerable  financial 
burden  on  the  service. 

In  view  of  this  it  was  considered  desirable  to  look  for  an  alternative 
and  less  costly  site,  which  was  found  in  the  form  of  the  now  disused  sludge 
beds  off  Heckmondwike  Road,  Dewsbury  Moor,  which  in  the  past  served 
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the  Spenborough  Corporation  Sewage  Works  at  The  Bottoms.  The  site 
covers  approximately  23  acres  and  whilst  not  a  completely  ideal  site  for 
controlled  tipping,  it  is  considered  that  it  will  provide  disposal  facilities  for 
approximately  five  or  six  years,  and  at  the  same  time  reclaim  an  area  of 
otherwise  useless  land.  Alternative  means  of  disposal  are  being  considered 
as  part  of  Local  Government  reorganisation  in  the  area  and  the  present 
scheme  can  be  considered  as  something  of  a  “stop  gap”  measure  only. 

The  site  is  surrounded  by  agricultural  land,  and  more  or  less  bisected 
by  the  Spen  river.  The  Planning  Authority’s  conditions  attaching  to  the 
permission  given  are  stringent  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  screen  off  the 
parts  of  the  tip  in  use  to  ensure  that  no  detriment  to  the  environment 
ensues. 

Satisfactory  access  has  presented  some  difficulty,  as  the  nearest  route 
was  via  Carr  Lane  from  Heckmondwike  Road,  but  this  necessitated  the 
use  of  an  unmanned  railway  crossing,  and  the  Railways  Board  imposed 
conditions  which  would  have  been  too  costly  for  the  scheme  to  remain 
viable.  An  alternative  route  is  therefore  to  be  made  through  the  Sewage 
Works,  and  this  will  necessitate  the  demolition  of  a  railway  bridge  on  the 
now  disused  Cleckheaton  branch  line.  As  well  as  giving  access  to  the  tip 
this  will  ease  the  problem  of  the  movement  of  heavy  vehicles  to  and  from 
the  Sewage  Works. 

Financially  the  proposal  should  effect  a  considerable  saving  on  what 
may  be  expected  to  be  paid  to  Bradford  Corporation  over  the  next  five 
years,  and  may  be  summarised  as  follows: —

The  income  from  the  sale  of  258 J  tons  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  was

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967 

(a)  Vehicles 

Local  authorities  have  a  statutory  obligation  to  remove  and  dispose  of 
abandoned  motor  vehicles  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967.  Both  the 
police  and  local  authority  now  have  powers  to  remove  vehicles  from  land 
in  the  open  air  as  well  as  from  roads. 

15  vehicles  were  removed  and  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

(b)  The  Local  Authority  also  has  the  statutory  duty  of  providing  a 
service  for  the  removal  of  bulky  articles  in  addition  to  the  normal  house¬ 
hold  collection  of  refuse.  Removals  were  made  from  802  houses  during  the 
year.  This  work  takes  about  1  to  2  days  per  week.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  following  tables  show  the  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  and 
smoke  in  the  air  as  recorded  at  the  Health  Centre,  Greenside,  Cleck¬ 
heaton,  together  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year.

The  No.  10  (Birkenshaw  East)  and  No.  11  (Oakenshaw  and  East 
Bierley)  Smoke  Control  Orders  became  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1971,  the 
operative  date  of  the  No.  10  Order  having  been  deferred  for  a  twelve 
month  period  owing  to  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  during  the 
winter  period  1969/1970. 

The  No.  12  (Littletown,  Millbridge  and  Lower  Hightown)  Smoke 
Control  Order  was  made  and  confirmed  during  the  year  and  is  due  to 
become  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1972. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  carried  out  of  a  further  2,250  houses  in  the 
Hartshead,  Roberttown  and  Norristhorpe  districts  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  details  of  this  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  in  the  early  part  of 
next  year  with  a  view  to  the  making  of  the  No.  13  Smoke  Control  Order. 
With  the  making  of  this  Order  the  whole  of  the  Borough  would  then  be 
covered  with  Smoke  Control  Orders.  The  area  surveyed  was  considerably 
larger,  as  far  as  the  number  of  houses  contained  therein,  than  any  previous 
one  with  a  resultant  strain  on  the  limited  manpower  resources  of  the 
Department.  However,  it  was  considered  justified  for  two  reasons: — a 
proposed  operative  date  of  July,  1973,  would  (1)  meet  the  target  date  set  in 
1960  of  covering  the  whole  Borough  by  1972/73,  and  (2)  complete  the 
programme  before  the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  became 
effective.  Many  thanks  are  again  accorded  to  the  Borough  Treasurer’s 
Department  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in  addressing  the  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  envelopes  required  in  connection  with  the  postal 
survey. 

In  July  a  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  and  the  North  Eastern  Coke  Distributors  Association 
when  on  their  behalf  it  was  stated,  and  subsequently  confirmed  in  writing, 
that  from  the  summer  of  this  year  sufficient  supplies  of  a  wide  range  of 
solid  smokeless  fuel  would  be  available  for  use  in  this  district.  Consequent 
on  this  assurance  the  local  distributors  of  solid  fuels  were  informed  in 
writing  that  as  the  shortages  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  had  now  been 
resolved  the  Department  would  now  strictly  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Acts  regarding  the  sale  and  use  of  bituminous  house  coal  in 
operative  Smoke  Control  Areas.

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ASPHALT  MIXING  PLANTS 


During  August  and  September  two  plants  were  erected  to  provide 
materials  for  the  new  motorway. 

Many  complaints  were  received  about  noise  and  dust  emission  from  the 
plants.  These  were  within  the  permitted  limits  under  regulations.  Much 
time  was  spent  on  the  plant  giving  technical  advice. 

The  noise  nuisance  was  reported  to  H.M.  Factory  Inspector  for  the  area 
as  required  by  Circular  22/67  on  Industrial  Noise.  An  inspection  was  made 
and  the  firm  were  advised  to  engage  acoustic  consultants,  which  the  firm 
did. 

Despite  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  the  firm  complaints  are  still 
being  received.  Public  opinion  has  been  strongly  expressed  and  meetings 
have  been  held  at  the  Town  Hall  with  members  of  the  Council,  representa¬ 
tives  on  behalf  of  the  complainants,  the  Alkali  Works  Inspector  and 
Officers  of  the  Corporation.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


There  is  now  a  hundred  per  cent,  attachment  of  individual  health 
visitors  to  individual  medical  practices  or  groups  of  practices,  rather  than 
allocating  work  on  an  area  basis.  This  system  has  presented  no  problems 
other  than  the  additional  amount  of  travelling  involved  and  in  the  odd  case 
where  the  Health  Visitor  is  not  a  car  driver.  This  is  compensated  for  by  the 
much  closer  working  relationship  between  the  general  practitioners  and 
the  nurses  concerned,  which  is  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  members  of 
the  public  who  require  their  services. 

Because  of  this  attachment,  which  involves  nurses  working  in  all  the 
local  government  areas  which  comprise  the  Division,  it  is  impossible  to 
separate  the  records  for  each  area.  The  following  figures,  therefore,  relate 
to  the  whole  of  the  Divisional  area. 

Developmental  assessment  of  all  pre-school  children  is  undertaken  by 
the  Health  Visitors  at  set  intervals,  those  who  fail  certain  tests  being 
referred  for  specialist  medical  advice.

Vaccination  Against  Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  certain  contacts  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  expecially  young  infants,  and  also  to  schoolchildren 
of  thirteen  years  of  age.  The  former  are  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician 
at  general  hospitals,  and  the  details  of  our  school  programme  are  given  in 
the  section  relating  to  School  Health  for  the  sake  of  convenience.

Mass  Radiography  Survey 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board 
visited  Batley,  Spenborough  and  Heckmondwike  for  appointment  and 
public  sessions.

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PHENYLKETONURIA 


The  Guthrie  test  was  carried  out  by  the  midwives,  either  in  hospital  or  by 
the  domiciliary  midwives  as  circumstances  dictate  to  screen  babies  for 
phenylketonoria.  This  test  is  done  by  pricking  the  heel  of  the  baby  and 
collecting  several  spots  of  blood  on  to  specially  absorbent  filter  paper. 
This  is  then  sent  to  the  laboratory  where  it  is  used  to  ascertain  whether 
the  baby  has  phenylketonuria.  The  test  is  best  done  between  the  6th  and 
14th  day  of  life.  There  were  no  positive  results  this  year  although  a  child 
diagnosed  last  year  continues  to  attend  hospital  regularly  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician. 


ORTOLANI  TESTING  FOR  CONGENITAL  DISLOCATION 

OF  THE  HIP 

This  test  is  carried  out  by  domiciliary  midwives,  health  visitors  and 
clinic  doctors  on  babies  coming  into  their  hands  for  the  first  time.  During 
the  year  28  babies  were  referred  to  specialists  and  confirmed  as  cases  of 
congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  and  splinted.  Fifty-one  other  babies  were 
so  referred,  twenty  of  whom  were  said  not  to  be  cases  of  congenital  dis¬ 
location  of  the  hip  and  thirty-one  were  given  appointments  for  further 
investigation. 


DAY  AND  NIGHT  NURSING  SERVICE 

The  object  of  this  Service  is  to  provide  for  a  limited  period  of  time, 
usually  in  an  emergency  or  during  the  terminal  stage  of  illness,  a  day  and 
night  nursing  service.  This  relieves  relatives  who  are  suffering  from  over¬ 
strain  due  to  prolonged  periods  of  caring  for  patients  and  enables  them  to 
get  a  few  nights  sleep  without  interruption.  The  staff  employed  may  be 
trained  nurses,  persons  with  nursing  experience  or  “sitters-in”,  but 
because  the  service  is  called  upon  so  infrequently  it  is  difficult  to  retain 
staff  due  to  the  “casual”  nature  of  the  employment.  However,  during  the 
year  it  was  possible  to  provide  help  in  ten  cases. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


Meals  on  Wheels  are  delivered  to  elderly,  sick,  or  handicapped 
persons  by  voluntary  enterprise.  The  Batley,  Spenborough  and  Mirfield 
Schemes  are  administered  by  the  W.R.V.S.,  and  in  Birstall  and  Heck- 
mondwike  by  other  voluntary  enterprise. 

This  activity  is  of  great  importance  in  enabling  people  to  maintain 
independent  existence  in  their  homes. 

All  these  schemes  receive  financial  assistance  from  the  County 
Council,  and  the  Batley  and  Birstall  schemes  have  the  use  of  a  van  donated 
by  the  Rotary  Club,  and  in  Spenborough  the  Council  make  available  two 
vans  with  drivers  and  paid  helpers.  The  vans,  of  course,  are  only  supple¬ 
mentary  to  the  distribution  of  meals  from  private  cars. 

The  Organisers  have  supplied  me  with  the  following  details  of  the 
service  provided  in  the  separate  areas : 

142  meals  distributed  to  142  persons  weekly 
62  meals  distributed  to  62  persons  weekly 
450  meals  distributed  to  225  persons  weekly 
176  meals  distributed  to  127  persons  weekly 
60  meals  distributed  to  60  persons  weekly 
In  Spenborough  Luncheon  Clubs  for  Elderly  Persons  are  organised  in 
conjunction  with  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  at  two  works 
canteens,  at  the  Old  People’s  Shelter  at  Scholes,  and  at  the  Brooklyn 
Grange  and  Harepark  Grange  flatlet  blocks.  It  is  hoped  to  commence 
Luncheon  Clubs  at  Windybank  House  and  Turnsteads  Hall  Community 
Centres  next  year.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  Health  Education  programme  continues  on  the  same  lines  as  in 
previous  years. 

We  are  continuing  to  extend  our  activities  to  the  10  to  11  year  old 
children  in  the  Junior  Schools,  largely  at  the  request  of  the  Headteachers. 
The  classes  prove  to  be  of  great  interest  to  the  children,  and  in  some 
schools  the  Health  Visitors  and  Assistants  to  the  Health  Visitors  teach 
mixed  classes  of  boys  and  girls.  This  procedure  is  to  be  recommended,  as 
the  education  of  boys  in  health  matters  is  frequently  neglected.  The  object 
of  the  lessons  is  to : 

1.  Impart  sufficient  knowledge  to  ensure  a  foundation  for  good  health. 

2.  To  foster  the  desire  for  bodily  cleanliness  and  healthy  habits  and  right 
ways  of  living. 

3.  To  give  an  elementary  knowledge  of  human  biology,  how  the  body 
works,  and  to  encourage  a  healthy  respect  for  the  child’s  own  body. 

4.  To  promote  an  understanding  of  community  health. 

The  course  in  the  Junior  School  lasts  one  term,  and  the  talks  are 
illustrated  by  sound  films,  film-strips,  flannelgraphs  and  posters. 

Although  more  health  education  is  being  done  in  the  Junior  Schools, 
Health  Visitors  still  continue  the  work  in  some  Senior  Schools. 

The  ante-natal  classes  which  are  held  to  teach  relaxation  and  prepara¬ 
tion  for  motherhood  are  still  very  well  attended,  and  are  much  appreciated 
by  the  young  expectant  mothers.  The  usual  talks  on  a  variety  of  subjects 
have  been  given  to  Young  Wives’  Clubs,  Women’s  Clubs  and  Organisa¬ 
tions,  and  groups  of  elderly  people. 

Displays  on  various  health  topics  have  been  arranged  in  the  Health 
Centre  and  Clinics  throughout  the  year. 
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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


All  the  District  Nurses  working  in  the  Divisional  area  are  attached  to 
individual  medical  practices  or  groups  of  practices,  rather  than  working 
on  an  area  basis.  This  system  has  worked  extremely  well  and  the  closer 
co-operation  on  cases  between  the  doctors  and  nurses  has  been  more 
satisfactory  both  to  them  and  to  the  patients. 

Because  this  system  of  attachment  is  in  operation  it  is  impossible  to 
maintain  separate  records  for  each  of  the  local  authorities  comprising  the 
Division,  and  the  following  figures,  therefore,  relate  to  the  whole  of  the 
Divisional  area. 

A  variety  of  loan  equipment  is  available  to  cases  being  nursed  at  home, 
such  as  wheel  chairs,  walking  aids,  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  commodes, 
beds,  mattresses,  foam  rings  and  the  like.  The  tendency  to  use  disposable 
materials  which  commenced  a  few  years  ago  with  disposable  syringes  has 
continued  to  increase  and  nowadays  disposable  catheters,  urinal  bottles, 
foam  rings,  incontinence  sheets  and  so  on  make  the  work  of  the  District 
Nurses  much  easier.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY 


The  proportion  of  home  confinements  was  less  this  year  than  last,  being 
under  6%  of  the  total  births.  The  Divisional  domiciliary  midwifery  staff 
consists  of  a  Nursing  Officer  (Midwives)  (part-time — shared  with  the 
Morley  Division)  and  six  full-time  midwives  and  this  establishment  is 
sufficient  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Early  discharges  from  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  and  the 
investigation  of  home  circumstances  of  cases  booked  for  48  hour  discharge 
continue  to  impose  a  considerable  amount  of  visiting  on  the  midwives. 
They  also  attend  the  Preparation  for  Motherhood  and  Relaxation  classes 
which  continue  to  be  very  popular  and  well  attended.  The  following

CHIROPODY  TREATMENT 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  provides  free  chiropody  for  elderly  per¬ 
sons  (males  65  years  and  over,  females  60  years  and  over),  expectant 
mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped.  In  Spenborough,  Mirfield  and 
Batley  the  service  is  administered  on  a  direct  basis  from  the  office  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  using  approved  Chiropodists  in  clinics  or 
other  rented  premises.  In  Heckmondwike  the  service  is  undertaken  for  the 
County  Council  on  an  agency  basis  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  patients  receive  treatment  in  the  Chiropodist’s  own  surgeries. 
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In  the  Batley  area  more  than  half  of  the  patients  requiring  treatment 
outside  their  own  homes  now  receive  this  in  clinic  premises  in  the 
Community  Centre  in  Birstall,  and  in  the  Staincliffe  Branch  Library.  It  is 
hoped  to  extend  the  provision  of  chiropody  clinics  in  the  community  when 
premises  and  qualified  staff  permit. 

In  Spenborough  and  Mirfield  it  was  possible  to  arrange  chiropody 
sessions  in  the  various  Granges,  thus  saving  the  elderly  the  problem  of 
getting  to  the  nearest  clinic  or  saving  the  expense  of  domiciliary  treatment. 
Sixty-one  such  sessions  were  held.

A  direct  service  Local  Health  Authority  Family  Planning  Clinic  was 
established  in  the  Wellington  Street  Clinic,  Batley,  as  from  April,  1970. 
It  had  been  felt  for  some  time  that  there  was  a  need  for  such  a  service  in 
Batley  and  the  way  that  the  waiting  list  built  up  proved  that  this  was  so. 
A  weekly  clinic  had  very  soon  to  be  supplemented  by  additional  clinics.

Clinic  for  the  following  report  on  the  activities  of  this  Clinic  during  the 
year : — 

The  Spenborough  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  now  in  its  17th  year  and 
during  1971,  2,120  visits  were  made  to  the  clinic,  427  being  New  Patients 
and  1,326  making  a  first  visit.  Many  more  patients  are  referred  by  their 
G.P’s  and  Health  Visitors. 

Clinic  Sessions  are  held  every  week  in  the  Health  Centre,  on  Monday 
and  Thursday  evenings  from  6.30  p.m.  and  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  adopt  an  appointments  system  because  of  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
Patients’  attending.  Special  sessions  for  the  fitting  of  the  Intra  Uterine 
device  are  held  every  Tuesday  Morning.  Under  the  terms  of  the  National 
Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967,  any  person  over  the  age  of  16 
years  may  have  advice  or  treatment. 

In  1970,  the  Local  Authority  Agency  Scheme  was  introduced,  which 
now  means  that  patients  residing  in  the  West  Riding  no  longer  have  to 
pay  fees  and  many  Medical  and  Social  Cases  are  also  entitled  to  free 
supplies.  Many  women  are  unaware  that  they  may  be  entitled  to  free 
Family  Planning,  because  of  poor  accommodation,  low  income  and  many 
other  factors,  and  financial  or  other  circumstances  should  not  prevent 
anyone  attending  the  Clinic. 

Informative  leaflets  on  all  aspects  of  Family  Planning,  Marital  Problems, 
sub-fertility  and  Sex  problems  for  teenagers  are  available  free  from  the 
Clinic  and  Speakers,  trained  in  Family  Planning  are  also  available  for 
lectures  to  Schools  and  Training  establishments,  and  also  to  give  talks  to 
other  groups  such  as  Young  Wives  and  Youth  Clubs. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  is  a  registered  Charity  and  the  Spen¬ 
borough  Clinic  has  two  resident  medical  officers,  two  nurses  at  each  session 
and  the  sessions  are  staffed  by  a  team  of  excellent  voluntary  workers. 
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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


This  service  provides  for  the  examination  of  women  who,  although 
physically  well,  may  suffer  from  a  pre-cancerous  condition  known  as 
carcinoma  in  situ.  All  that  is  involved  is  a  simple  and  painless  examination 
and  the  taking  of  a  cervical  smear. 


There  has  been  a  steady  flow  of  applications  for  this  test  throughout 
the  year,  and  there  has  always  been  a  three  to  four  months  waiting  list.

(c)  Advised  how  to  get  children  into  school.  Health  Visitor  follows  up 
visit  for  pre-school  children.

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HEALTH  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  introduction  of  the  selective  method  of  school  medical  examina¬ 
tions  has  enabled  the  school  doctors  to  concentrate  more  on  the  ascertain¬ 
ment  and  follow  up  of  school  children  with  special  handicaps  or  whose 
health  gives  cause  for  concern  especially  in  relation  to  their  education. 

The  “selective”  method  is  based  on  the  following: 

(1)  All  children  receive  a  routine  medical  examination  as  soon  as  can  be 
arranged  after  their  first  admission  to  school. 

(2)  The  parents  of  all  children  in  the  10 — 11  age  group  and  those  in 
their  last  year  at  school  are  asked  to  complete  a  health  questionnaire 
and  to  indicate  if  they  have  any  problems  which  they  wish  to  discuss 
with  the  school  doctor.  Teachers  and  nurses  are  also  asked  to  submit 
the  names  of  children  whom  they  wish  to  be  examined  and  the 
doctors  scrutinise  the  questionnaires  and  select  for  examination  those 
pupils  who  appear  to  require  examination. 

(3)  AH  immigrant  children  newly  arrived  in  this  country  and  attending 
school  for  the  first  time  receive  a  full  medical  examination  and 
tuberculin  test  prior  to  entering  school.  Where  necessary  X-rays  of 
chest  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  are  also  carried  out. 

The  other  routine  procedures  continue  as  before,  e.g.  sight  testing  at 
yearly  intervals,  hearing  testing  at  6 — 7  years  of  age,  colour  vision  testing 
at  10 — 11  years,  tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  at  12 — 13  years 
and  cleanliness  inspections  each  term.  In  the  Spenborough  and  Mirfield 
schools  experiment  is  being  made  with  ‘request’  inspections  for  infestation 
in  place  of  the  quarterly  routine  examinations. 

Of  the  309  children  referred  for  special  examinations  to  determine  the 
need  for  special  education  or  on  account  of  behaviour  difficulties,  recom¬ 
mendation  for  education  in  special  schools  were  made  in  61  cases,  referrals 
for  investigation  and  treatment  at  the  child  guidance  clinic  in  28  cases  and 
requiring  special  education  in  ordinary  schools  in  52  cases.  There  is  a 
particular  need  for  further  provision  of  places  in  day  special  schools  for 
educationally  retarded  children  and  for  those  exhibitioning  serious 
maladjustments.

CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS 

Routine  and  request  inspections  were  carried  out  at  each  school  by  the 
school  nurses  and  a  total  of  32,262  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
carried  out.  1,286  individual  children  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory 
but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  degree  of 
infestation  is  extremely  light. 

The  remedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects  is  to 
notify  the  parents  informally  in  the  first  instance,  visiting  if  necessary  to 
give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation.  If  cure  is  not 
effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the  parents,  and  finally, 
if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being  exercised,  the  Statutory  Notice 
under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  is  sent  requiring  the  child  to  be  cleansed 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  to  the  person  appointed  by  him 
for  that  purpose  within  48  hours.  If  the  notice  is  not  complied  with  a 
Statutory  Order  is  issued  and  the  child  is  cleansed  by  local  authority  staff. 
Seven  Statutory  Orders  were  issued  during  the  year.
